WOMEN IN THE HOUSE 


. The .country evidently is not dismayed by 
the lack of poise of its first woman congress- 
man, and is about to try a few more of them. 
This is proper. 

A score of women are candidates for the 
lower house—-one of them a Republican. from 
Arizona. There are four other Republican as- 
pirats, six Democrats and a _ miscellaneous 
group of Single Taxers, Prohibitionists and 
Socialists. 

The East seems to doubt that very many, 
if any, of these women cadidates will ever 
reach the place where they may listen in an 
official capacity to the sound of the gavel of 
the speaker of the House, and the sound of 
the -gabble of the speakers in the Llouse of 
Representatives. That remains to be seen. 
Some of the women candidates are running 
in western states, and there is more liberality 
towards women here.
